1. (cunently amended) A method of distinguishing items for sale by a store ftom 
personal items brought into the store by a shopper comprising the steps of: 

storing stored item identification information associated with radio frequency 
identification (RFID) labels on items for sale by the store in an inventory file; 

storing costs for items fnr sale in a price look-up f^ le; 

reading RFID labels of items read by an RFID label reader as part of a purehase 
transaction to obtain read identification infonnation; 

comparing the read identification infomiation to the stored identification infomiation to 
deteimine whether each read RFID label is associated with an item for sale;

ignoring the read identification information of any read RFID labels determined not to be 
associated with an item for sale as being associated with personal items breught into the store by 
the shopper. 

2. (previouslypresented) The method of claim 1 further comprising: 
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completing the purchase transaction for items having RFID labels associated with items 
for sale; and 

updating the inventory file to mark any items for which the purchase transaction was 
completed as sold. 

3. (currently amended) The method of claim 2 further comprising: 

reading RFID labels to obtain item identification infonnation for m items read a£ 

the shopper exits the store; 

utiUzing the updated inventoiy file tb detennine if the RFID labels isare associated a 
personal itemg, m items for sale, or a sold items. 

4. (previously presented) The method of claim 3, further comprising: 
displaying an alert on a security read display if it is determined the item is an item for 

sale. 

5. (previously presented) The method of claim 1. further comprising: 

utilizing transaction software to create a shopper transaction record identified by a unique 
transaction number and indicating purchased items on a receipt. 

6. (previously presented) The method of claim 1 , fiirther comprising: 
utilizing a card reader to accept a payment card. 

7. (previously presented) The method of claim 2. further comprising: 
purging items marked as sold Gmm the inventory file.

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14. (currently amended) A system for distinguishing items for sale by a store fiom 
personal items biougiht into the store by a shopper comprising: 

a label reader for reading radio frequency identification (RFID) labels on items the 
shopper possesses at the time of a purchase transaction; memory for storing an inventory file of 
stored item identification information associated with RFID labels on items for sale by the store; 
tqemory for storing costs for items fo r sale in a p ri ce look-up fi^^; anH 
computer for obtaining identification information from the RFID labels on the items the 
shopper possesses from the label reader, for comparing the read identification information to the 
stored identification information associated with the items for sale by the store to determine 
whether each read RFID label is associated with an item for sale, utilizing the if.n. 
for each read RFg) label assQciat« ?d with an i t em for sale to ohti»n the cost for the it^m fr^m tl,. 
price loQ^^-up table, and for ignoring the read identification information of any read RFID labels 
determined not to be associated with an item for sale as being associated with personal items 
brought into the store by the shoppra-. 

15. (prcYiouslypresented) The system of claim 14. wherein the computer comprises a 
transaction computer which is operated to complete a purchase transaction for items having 
RFID labels associated with an item for sale. 

16. (previously presented) The system of claim 15, wherein the computer fiirther 
operates to update the inventory file to mark any items for which the purchase transaction was 
completed as sold. 
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1 7. (currently amended) The system of claim 16, further comprising a security 
computer which detcnnines that asai^ labels read as the shopper exits the store isare for a»-items 
for sale and not marked sold. 

18. (currently amended) The system of claim 17, wherein the security computer 
detemiinoo that the third idcntifioarinn in wiil.m rt,n mnm^A ■•^^nn fi r ntio ii iiiformati o n. but 
detemiinoo thot the third ito i m woro previousl y t. o ld c ontrols display of an alert on a security 
display if it is determined tiieaiQ; label read as the shopper exits the store is for an item for sale 
and not marked sold.

21. (previously presented) The system of claim 16. wherein the computer also purges 
the inventory file to eliminate any items marked as sold. 
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
